

Saving 
cash as 
well as 
carbon 

THREE hundred properties in 
Greenwich have been identified 
as suitable for a pilot scheme to 
install solar panels to reduce 
copuncil tenants’ energy bills 
and help reduce the borough’s 
carbon footprint. 

The photovoltaic panels will 
convert solar radiation into 
cost-free electricity for tenants’ 
use during daylights hours. 

The panels, which on average 
last for 25 years, could save 
each household up to £150 per 
year by cutting down on 
electricity costs. An information 
pack will be given to the 
tenants on how to achieve the 
maximum benefit from the 
photovoltaic panels. 

They will be installed at no cost 
to the council or the tenant. The 
investment needed comes from 
the Feed in Tariff (FIT) system, 
introduced by the previous 
government. 

Electricity generated by the 
systems and not used by the 
tenants will be sold back to the 
national grid by the installers, 
EAGA, who will manage the 
scheme over the next 25 years. 
One tenant who has already 
agreed to join the pilot scheme 
told GT: “I’m really pleased. I’ll 
be saving on my bills and also 
helping the planet, not just for 
now but for future generations.”

The garden will 
take the place of 
previously 
overgrown and 
disused land, a 
bonus in itself, 


and the aim is to 
grow flowers, 
fruits and 
vegetables. 

The tenants will 
also be reducing 
waste by 
composting food 
and the garden 
waste. 

Working with the 
council, the 
participants will 
be learning new 
skills all the time 
and the aim is to 
make the garden 
open to the public, 
not just for the 
estate, which is 
another big plus. 
The award from 
Greenwich Pride 
undoubtedly 
helped in setting 
up the community 
garden scheme 
but I think it’s the 
readiness of 
people to get 
involved locally 
that we should 
highlight. 

Energy and 
enthusiasm are 
words and 
qualities that 
remain constant 
whatever the 
political or 
financial climate - 
or the era, come to 
that - and in my 
position I couldn’t 
be more proud of 
the various 
groups that I see 
making a real 
contribution to 
the quality of all 
our lives in 
Greenwich.

Iron Picasso’! 


Mayor amazed by his ‘stunning sculptures’

LEAVE an old picture 
frame, a few screws and 
any other bits of old iron 
lying around at Roger 
Dawson’s place and you 
could find a stunning 
sculpture the next time 
you visit. 

Roger, 67, lives in sheltered 
accommodation and suffers 
from Parkinson’s Disease but 
he’s been dubbed “The Iron 
Picasso” through his 
amazing works of art. 

His sculptures will be exhibited 
at the Tourist Information 
Centre in Cutty Sark Gardens 
gallery during October with a 
special viewing tomorrow 
evening, Wednesday, September 
29 - and there’s even talk of the 


Tate Modern. Roger told GT: “I 
got discovered a couple of 
months ago when I set up two 
of the sculptures on a table 
outside. It’s quite a wealthy 
area and a lady living 
opposite asked if I had made 
them. The next thing I know 
the Mayor of Greenwich was 
coming to look at my work. 

“It gives me unbelievable 
satisfaction. I think it’s God- 
given and I’m very grateful. 
I’m also very excited about 
the exhibition.” 

Most of Roger’s 40-odd 
‘Time Sculptures’ include a 
clock but they are secondary 
to the work and can be fitted 
in almost anywhere on the 
sculpture. 

Born in Bermondsey, Roger 
has spent most of his life in 
different parts of Greenwich

after several years as a barman 
and cocktail waiter in Greece. 
“I’ve had a colourful life,” he said, 
“but this has been the most 
interesting bit. I started doing it 
because I don’t like watching 
television! 

“When I left school at 15 I 
worked as an apprentice 
horologist, where I learned to 
take a clock apart and put it 
back together again. That 
came back to me. I had an old 
clock and I decided to put it 
back together inside out - and 
it took off from there. 

“I didn’t want to make a 
banjo or an old record with a 
clock stuck in the middle. I’ve 
seen them in the market but 
don’t think they’re very good, 
to be honest.” 

Roger has made his sculptures 
over the last two years in his 
sheltered housing flat in 
Langton Way, Blackheath. They 
have names like Shipwreck, 
Spanner in the Works, Brrm 
Brrm, No Escape from Time, 
There She Blows, Unchain My 
Heart and Smile. 

Sometimes he has four or 
five on the go at once. “I work 
at night because it helps with 
my Parkinson’s,” said Roger. 
“I’m shaking now but when 
I’m working it stops. It’s a 
great therapy. It also allows 


me to sleep for a few hours 
afterwards.” 

He gets given old bits of 
metal and finds others lying 
around. “One of my 
sculptures was made from 
coathangers, and I use an 
awful lots of screws and 
chains. My favourite is made 
almost entirely of screws. I 
use some silver granite, 
which is supposed to be more 
expensive than marble, but I 
get that from my son. 

“I also use copper, brass and 
other metals. ‘9/11’, named 
after the attack on America, 
has a wooden frame and is 
mostly brass and copper. I use 
spray paint, mostly black, 
gold and chrome, and that’s 
the most expensive bit for me 
because they are £7 a tin.” 

It’s not impossible that 
Roger’s original works could 
be worth quite a bit. He said: 
“If they help me get more 
materials that’ll be great. If 
it’s more than that I’ll sort 
my family out.” 

Mayor of Greenwich 
Barbara Barwick told GT: “I 
was amazed to see Roger’s 
stunning sculptures when I 
visited the sheltered housing 
accommodation. I think it’s 
good enough to be shown at 
the Tate Modern!”

INVICTA Primary school in Charlton has a 
flourishing Gardening Club, greatly 
helped by an award from Greenwich 
Council’s ‘Greenwich Pride’ scheme. 
Teacher Barbara Rickard, now retired, 
tells the ever-growing story... 


IT all started about five 
years ago with a 
Gardening Club after 
school once a week. 

A small group of children 
enthusiastically donned then- 
gloves, wellies and old clothes 
so they could get down to 
digging and weeding. This was 
fun! 

Then they discovered they 
could actually make a 
garden. Donations of plants 
came in from parents and 
they planted them in pots 
and hanging baskets. 

Some grew, some didn’t, it 
depended on whether they 
got watered or not. So the 
pupils learnt what a plant

needs to grow well - soil, 
water, sunshine and a little 
bit of love. 

For a couple of years it was 
hit and miss. The compost 
bin was fed from the top and 
compost was taken out from 
the bottom. Wow, food for the 
plants! We are actually doing 
a bit of science now! 

The beans, germinated in 
class as part of lessons, were 
then planted outside in a small 
patch of ground and they 
grew into an amazing pyramid 
of red flowers. The Foundation 
stage had planted potatoes the 
year before, so there was great 


excitement. 

The next year we grew 
carrots, potatoes, beans and 
even had an attempt at salad. 
All in a space of about four 
metres square. A small 
flower garden nearby had all 
the daffodil bulbs provided 
by The London Children’s 
Flower Society (in pots 
hidden below the soil) 
punctuated by pansies, 
lobelia and primulas donated 
by parents. 

It all looked so good and 
the children were very 
proud. We grew potatoes 
as part of a nationwide 
schools’ project. There 
was an exciting scrabble 
of hands to find them in 
the soil on harvest day. 

Then we had a ‘Give and 
Gain’ day. Eight raised 
beds were established on a 
recently-cleared patch of 
ground alongside the 
classroom windows. We 
had an allotment! This 
was so exciting - and 
scary. What did we know 
about growing veggies? 

With a bit of common 
sense, some books and a bit 
of advice the plants went in. 
There were donations, so 
that helped, but it really 
needed a good injection of 
funds. That’s where the 
Greenwich Pride award gave 
us the boost we needed. 
Money, yay! We could buy 
equipment, gloves, seeds, 
compost and seedlings. 

The Gardening Club 
swelled to 15, the maximum 
that could be “managed” 
without mishap. The 
enthusiasm grew and so did 
our veggies. We needed 
more soil, so we bought a 
huge bag and filled the 
remaining fallow beds. 

There was always the battle 
of the barrow. Whose turn 
was it to push? Whose turn 
was it to use the spades? Who 
was the next person to rake? 
And who was next to water 
the plants? 

We produced harvest for 
the Harvest Festival, sent 
off some big, red, juicy 
tomatoes to the old folks 
with the food donations. 


It all soon became part of 
Environmental Learning. 
The kitchen staff got 
involved. They picked 
what they needed and the 
children delivered their 
harvests to the kitchen 
door. Broccoli, salad, 
beetroot, potatoes, onions, 
leeks, radishes and 
cabbage found their way 
onto the children’s plates 
in the dinner hall. 

Children from the 
Foundation stage came out 
of their classes to pick or 
dig up. The best was the 
strawberries. Is THAT how 
they grow? Do carrots 
grow UNDER the soil? 
Look at all the baby 
tomatoes! What’s that?! A 
cauliflower! 

Now, each class has its 
own raised bed to look 
after. They have a crop 
rotation plan and there are 
books to consult for crop 
choice. With the help of 
the Greenwich Pride 
award the Invicta 
Allotment will continue to 
enable the school to ‘Grow 
it and eat it’.

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Fire station swaps red for green 


CARBON emissions have plummeted 
by more than a quarter at Greenwich 
Fire Station. 

The station, in Blissett Street, is one 
of 10 stations across London involved 
in a programme called RE: FIT, which 
is designed to make them more 
environmentally friendly. 

Between them they are already 
saving 242 tonnes of carbon dioxide 
per year, which is enough to fill the 
Sydney Opera House five times over. 

Some of the features fitted at 
Greenwich fire station include draught 
proofing on the doors and windows, 
motion censored lights and an energy 
efficient boiler. These have helped cut 
gas and electricity consumption by 22 
per cent. 

The London Fire Brigade is the first 
participating organisation to complete 
the first wave of buildings in the 
scheme, which also includes Transport 


for London, the Met Police, and 42 
Greater London Authority buildings. 
They are being retrofitted to save 6,000 
tonnes of carbon per year and £1 
million in fuel bills. Another 58 
buildings are due to join the RE:FIT 
programme. 

The green measures will cut energy 
bills at the fire stations and will mean 
that new green technology will pay for 
itself. The scheme also includes 
guaranteed pay-back from the energy 
services contractor, who carried out 
the work, if savings are slower than 
forecast. 

London Fire Brigade’s green projects 
led to savings of £260,000 last year 
and £1 million since the brigade 
started focusing on the need to be 
greener. Despite the organisation 
growing overall, carbon emissions on 
their buildings are down by more than 
18 per cent on 1990s levels.

GROWING Greenwich, the 
project that promotes the 
Good Life and encourages 
people to grow their own 
fruit and vegetables, is 
holding its first Autumn 
Harvest event tomorrow, 
Wednesday (September 
29). 

It takes place from 3-7pm on 
the green space at Barnfield 
Estate off Barnfield Road on 
Woolwich Common - and 
everyone is invited. 

There will be talks and 
presentations from local 
organisations supported by 
Growing Greenwich, followed 
by a harvest supper of 
food cooked using 
locally-grown 
produce. 

Organisations 
due to take part 
include the 341 
Shooters Hill 
growing project 
for adults with 
learning 
difficulties, Age 
Concern’s new Men in Sheds 
project which provides 
community workspace for 
older men who want to do 
activities like carpentry, and 
Greenwich Kitchen and Feast 


Your Eyes, the new 
Growing Greenwich 
catering business 
that provides training 
and supports 

sustainable food and 
growing methods. 

“This will be the first time 
that we’ve held an event like 
this, and from now on we plan 
to do it twice every year - in 
the spring and in the autumn,” 
said Davey Haydock-Wilson 


from the Greenwich Co- 
operative Development 
Agency (GCDA), who leads the 
Growing Greenwich project. 
“The aim is to let people know 
about Growing Greenwich and 
how they can come along and 
get involved.” 

Growing Greenwich is 
backed by a £360,000 Local 
Food grant from the Lottery. It 
visits schools and community 
groups in the borough and 


helps novice gardeners learn 
to grow their own food, create 
their own compost and get 
success without the use of 
pesticides. The team works 
closely with Greenwich 
Council, NHS Greenwich, Age 
Concern and Trust 
Thamesmead.

The heels are alive! 


DID you know that for the 
average person, walking just one 
mile burns off 100 calories? And 
here in Greenwich there are few 
places that have more attractive 
locations for a pleasant, healthy 
walk. 

The Green Chain Walk offers 
some of the finest landscapes and 
views in south London, and runs 
through around 300 parks and 
open spaces as part of a 64- 
kilometre (40-mile) network of 


signposted footpaths, 

It begins at three points along 
the Thames, climbing up from the 
river through Lesnes Abbey and 
Woolwich Common. The three 
paths converge at Shooters Hill, 
and descend towards Eltham and 
over to Grove Park. Taking in 
Chislehurst and Beckenham 
Place Park, the Green Chain Walk 
finishes at Crystal Palace Park. 

Highlights include the Thames 
Barrier - the world’s largest 


moving flood barrier; Maryon 
Park and Maryon Wilson Park; 
Eltham Common, at the foot of 
Shooters Hill, where highwaymen 
like Dick Turpin robbed travellers 
of their purses; Oxleas Wood, the 
18th century Severndroog Castle, 
and the Art Deco wonders at 
Eltham Palace.

Change up 
before 2,500rpm (petrol) or 
2,000rpm (diesel). 

3. Drive Smoothly. Anticipate 
road conditions so that you drive 
smoothly and avoid sharp 
acceleration and heavy braking. 
This saves fuel and reduces 
accident rates. 

4. Step Off The Accelerator. When 
slowing down or driving 
downhill, remain in gear but take 
your foot off the accelerator early. 
This reduces fuel flow to the 
engine to virtually zero. 

5. Slow Down. Driving within the 
speed limit is safer as well as 
being the law, and reduces fuel 
consumption. 

6. Switch It Off. Modern cars use 
virtually no extra fuel when they 
are re-started without pressing 
the accelerator. Turn off the 


engine if you’re going to be stuck 
in traffic for more than a minute 
or two. 

7. Plan Ahead. Plan your 
journeys to avoid congestion and 
road works, and to make sure you 
don’t waste fuel or time getting 
lost! 

8. Keep It Long. Use other forms 
of transport for short journeys, if 
you can. A cold engine uses 
almost twice as much fuel and 
catalytic converters can take five 
miles to become effective. 

9. Reduce Drag. Accessories such 
as roof racks, bike carriers and 
roof boxes significantly affect 
your car’s aerodynamics and 
reduce fuel efficiency, so remove 
them when not in use. 

10. Check Tyre Pressure. Under- 
inflated tyres are dangerous and 
increase fuel consumption.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website:

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Waste team 
saves tonnes 


PUPILS are well on their 
way to saving five tonnes 
of rubbish as part of 
school recycling drive. 
The students at St 
Thomas More secondary 
school in Footscray Road, 
Eltham, have produced 
some dramatic green 
savings. They have cut 
the amount of waste the 
school produces by 
an astonishing 
76.7 per cent, 
and the 
volume of 
waste paper 
they created 
has gone 
down by 81.3 
per cent. 

It’s all part of a 
six-month project, 
launched in February 
with an Eco Warrior Day. 
Pupils linked up with 
Global Action Plan 
(GAP), an environmental 
charity that works with 
organisations to show 
them how to take 
practical action to make 
green improvements. 

An action team was 
formed and they 
presented an assembly 
telling other students

how to get involved by 
recycling paper, plastic 
and cans. One team 
member spoke to the 
teaching staff about the 
importance of reducing 
waste, and posters were 
put up around the school 
to promote green issues.

It’s all aboard for The Jazz & Blues Cruise as a New 
Orleans steamer sets sail from Greenwich this weekend 


IT’S a tradition 
that started in 
the deep south of 
America in the 
early part of the 
20th Century. 

Pleasure boats would be 
loaded up with booze, blues 
and high heeled shoes, and 
revelers would dance their 
way through the night to the 
strains of the latest jazz and 
jive cats. 

And now the tradition has 
steamed its way across the 
Atlantic, weighing anchor at 
Greenwich with The Jazz & 
Blues Cruise, which sets sail 
on October 3. 

Jazz-mad organiser Dave Silk 
enthused: “It all started with 
the Mississippi show boats 
that were paddle steamers and 
people would get on there and 
drink excessively and dance 
away to early New Orleans 
and traditional jazz styles.” 
There is a whole range of live 
music on board for the voyage, 
from Jazz to Jive to Soul and 
Blues. And Dave has hired out 
The Elizabethan for the day, a 
replica steam paddle ship 
which holds 350 people. All of 
which should add up to a 
rambunctious, holiday vibe. 
“It’s a nice feeling of all being 
in it together, thrown together 
in the bars - a holiday 
atmosphere, like when you go 
to France on a ferry,” Dave 
added. “There’s the feeling of 
exhilaration of being in the 
bar and then walking out on 
deck, and there’s music from 
two different bands - it’s a 
substitute for a holiday, 
really!” 

The cruise casts off from 
Greenwich Pier at 2.45pm, and 
two top names from the world 
of jazz are on board for the 
event, ‘the queen of swing’ Kai 
Hoffman, and saxophonist 
Ray Gelato. 

Dave explained: “Ray’s a bit of 
a Mafioso guy - he plays 
saxophone and vocals, and Kai 
- she’s very skilled, she plays 
French horn and is a vocalist 
specialising in jump jive, 
which is great music to dance 
to. She runs her own band 
called Kai and the Cats.” 

Jazz Veteran Max Collie is the 
host for the three-hour cruise, 
while ex-Swingle singer 
Wendy Nieper will be singing 
and swinging, and violinist 





Jeff Moore completes the 
lineup. 

Greenwich is a hotbed of jazz 
music, with Greenwich Jazz 
coming up in November and 
the Riverfront Jazz Festival 
which ran through September. 
Dave was also part of the R JF, 
and the cruise is something of 
a bookend to the festival for 
this year, and possibly to the 
last one ever. 

“The Riverfront Jazz Festival 
has been running for 16 years,” 
added Dave, “and three of its 
founder members are going 
very low key, so therefore we 
decided to run this cruise 
following the festival as a one 
off. It does look like a bit of a 
farewell party for Riverfront 
Jazz.” 

But he admitted that the 
funding system for the annual 
event was ad-hoc at the best of 
times, so it’s perhaps little 
surprise that it may go under. 
“We’re only funded by people 
putting money into plastic 
buckets, which probably isn’t 
the best way top run a 
business!” 

It’s not the first time Dave has 
hosted a floating event. “As an 


individual I run over 760 
events over two years on 
almost every boat on the 
Thames,” added the 


jazzman.

CARL Barat has been a busy 

man overthe last six months. 

Not only has he had a solo 

record out, made his West End 
acting debut and got back on stage with 
Pete and The Libertines, but he’s also 
narrated a film, The Rime Of The 
Modern Mariner. And it’s the latter 
that is perhaps the biggest surprise 
of all - great singer he maybe, but in 
terms of the spoken word, he’s a 
notorious mumbler. 

Mark Donne’s film was aired at The 
National Maritime Museum on 
September 1 7, and it was the subject 
matter-the demise of the British 
seafarer - that went some way to 
vindicating the choice of Barat as voice 
over. The Libs have made misty-eyed 
romanticism of England their calling 
card, and itwasan angle thatthe 
director was keen to draw on in his 
script. At times it was successful, but in 
parts it was self conscious, overly 
flowery and lumpy, and wasn’t aided by 
Barat’s one-take delivery. 

There’s no doubt he was the main draw 
for much of the audience at the special 
showing (with Q&A after), and it’s 
unlikely that the film would have 
garnered much attention without him.

using hybrid and lightweight 
options. But which eco-car is 
the best and easiest to live with 
in the real world of school runs 
and motorway sales reps? 

First name out of the hat is 
BMW, a company which not 
only finds new niche markets 
for cars you never knew you 
wanted, but whose approach to 
eco driving is less about new 
tech but more about making 
present technology better. This 
means lighter engines, better 
fuel injection, and energy 
saving brakes. All of which 
equals better design - and if you 
burn less, you produce less. A 
good example is the 3 series 
320d Efficient Dynamics. This 


when 

you need a little speed 
to overtake. I am of course 
referring to Toyota, and the car 
to look at is the Prius. This car 
has enjoyed being the smug git 
of Hollywood - all the big stars 
are driving them to prove how 
much they care about the 
planet and not just themselves. 
It has to be said that this hybrid 
technology is doing well in the 
market place and was the first 
car to be exempted from Red 
Ken’s congestion charge, so you 
might think that is why it is so 
popular, but let us not forget 
the low emissions level that 
this car is privy to: Over 80 mpg 
and tiny 89g of C02 per km, 
which places this car firmly in 
free road tax territory and you 
can fit five adults with some 


luggage - not too shabby and 
almost £10k less than the 
Bimmer. 

Last but not least is the Mini 
which I featured last week, 
making the list due to the tests 
which have been conducting 
using a standard Mini and a 
load of batteries. The model 
goes by the name of Mini E. 
However, the love affair with 
pure battery power started 
much earlier. At the London 
motor show back in 2006 1 saw a 
small company trying to find 
backers for a dynamo type 
electric system, which 
coincidently was set up in a 
Mini One. Not sure if Mini 
teamed up with those boys, of if 
1 they simply felt they could do 
t better on their own, but they 
did, and the end result was a 
full electric model which will 
manage between 104-150 miles 
on a single charge - and being 
electric, zero C02 emissions. 
But this will all come at a price, 
about 1/3 more. 

So some strong contenders, but 
which one should you spend 
your cash on? To be 
honest, I think the 
answer will be 
different 


depending on the type of 
driving you plan to do. But as 
an overall winner I think the 
Toyota takes it. Why, I hear 
you cry? Well, the simple fact 
is that you get the biggest 
saving on each pound you 
spend. The Mini is too small 
and the BMW far too 
expensive. I never thought I 
would tell anyone to buy a 
Prius but then I never thought 
Aston Martin would build a 
small hatch back. But that’s a 
story for another day.

Piers' pressure 



Big job for 
BGT judge 

ONE of the worst kept secrets 
in show business is officially 
out of the bag. Piers Morgan 
is to take over as the host of 
Larry King’s chat show on CNN. 

The former tabloid chief turned 
presenter will step in to the seat of the 
suspender-wearing chat legend in 
January. The move will mark the end of 
King’s 25-year stint helming the prime 
timechatshowandturna new page in 
the quite extraordinary career of one of 
the most controversial figures in British 
media. While he’s known best to many 
as a judge on Britain’s Got Talent, for 
those prepared to push their memories 
back beyond the advent of MySpace and 
PopStars, Morgan shot to prominence 
in the mid 1990s. At the age of 28 he 
became one of the youngest ever 
national newspaper editors when he 
took the helm of The News of the World, 
before moving to the Daily Mirror just a 
year later where his nine-year stint as 
the rag’s editor in chief would 
ultimately end inscandaland 
controversy. Indeed Morgan’s career 
within the print media was landmarked 
as much by scandal, court actions and 
public feuds (Jeremy Clarkson once 
famously battered him at the BPA 
awards), as it was by his prowess as a 
journalist. 

Once one of the most reviled 
personalities in the public eye, Morgan 
has now become one of the darlings of 
prime time TV. During his editorial 
career he was attributed with purveying 
a crass form of tabloid journalism 
which, predominantly, revolved around 
celebrity dirt-digging and an intrusive 
form of reporting that bordered on 
harassment. The one time South 
London Press reporter was 
subsequently involved in several high 
profile court cases and dubbed ‘Piers 
Moron’ by many of his high profile 
detractors. 

Now a judge on America’s Got Talent, 
Morgan has resurrected the former bad 
guy tag, and in doing so, taken up Simon 
Cowell’s mantle as the pantomime 
villain. As much as America loves its 
English bad guys, the chat show move 
was a change in tact by the network, 
replacing the respected and 
comparatively highbrow King with 
someone who has dealt more trash in 
his time than Steptoe and Son. While 
Morgan’s brashness and highly self- 
assured approach has served him well 
in his stints overseeing the proceedings 
of America’s Got Talent and inthe 
tongue in cheek safety-net of Celebrity 
Apprentice, it’s a different kettle of fish 
helming a chat show and sparring with 
the good and great of American culture. 
While it seems that the Cowell induced 
PR remodelling of Morgan has turned 
him in to one of the most bankable faces 
on primetime TV, there are many on this 
side of the Atlantic who would be all too 
happy to see him crash and burn - 
though that seems an unlikely outcome. 
Despite the lingering accusations of 
arrogance and self-satisfied 
smarminess, the ascension of Morgan 
shows no signs of mercy.

the celebrations down by the corner flag 
were as prolonged as they were 
premature. 

An inconvenient matter of four stoppage 
minutes was announced and a managerial 
call to arms was badly needed. 
Unfortunately, Phil Parkinson had 
already been banished from the sideline 
for vociferously siding with Racon in the 
aforementioned contretemps with referee 
Moss. His sobering influence was sorely 
missed as Charlton dissolved into 
defensive chaos and paid a sickening 
price. 

Emulating Racon’s wing wizardry on the 
Daggers’ right flank, Damien Scannell 
twisted and turned infield to leave Fry on 
his backside before crossing left footed. 
His fellow substitute Jon Nurse stole 


quietly in to burgle a thoroughly deserved 
equaliser from the heroic Ross Worner; 
deserved, to be sure, but bitterly grudged 
by Charlton’s sorely tried fans. 

Another loyal Valley crowd had revelled 
in an opening half hour of bewildering 
excellence, during which Dagenham were 
all but blown away. 

Before 10 minutes had elapsed, the 
rampant home side struck the woodwork 
three times, most notably by irrepressible 
Lee Martin’s thunderous drive, then by 
Miguel Llera’s header from Jackson’s 
inswinging corner and Gary Doherty’s 
attempt to convert the rebound. An 
opening goal had become a question of 
when not if by the time Llera met another 
of Jackson’s lethal corners to bullet his 
header irresistibly under the bar. 

During hectic pressure, evergreen 


goalkeeper Tony Roberts saved smartly 
from Scott Wagstaff, with Worner twice 
doing likewise to deny lively Gavin 
Tomlin as the pendulum swung slightly. 

Thankful to be no worse than a goal 
down at the interval, Dagenham were 
instead handed a boost of massive 
proportions by the pedantic Mr Moss. 

A routine duel under a high ball between 
Racon and Tomlin featured an innocuous 
bump by Racon, the kind which receives a 
judicious blind eye from most referees. 
Not this boss-eyed one; he pointed 
decisively to the spot; Danny Green 
converted the softest of penalties; 
Parkinson apparently invited Mr Moss to 
attach himself to a rolling stone and find a 
cliff somewhere; something like that. 

Charlton were deflated by the blow and 
grateful to the outstanding Worner for 


second half survival. The rookie saved 
miraculously from Green’s point blank 
header, bravely blocked at Nurse’s feet, 
then foiled Tomlin at close quarters. 

Doherty did his bit with a great recovery 
tackle on Bas Savage to bale out the shaky 
Llera. 

It was honours even until the Addicks 
won three, then irresponsibly lost, two 
points almost as an afterthought. 

You couldn’t make it up. On second 
thoughts, you could if you’re a Charlton 
fan.
